Bi'as oc 
pcejudi'ce of judge apd states the foUowi'ng: 

Judge Reggl'e B. Waltoo fai'led to "i'iapactl'aily adjudi'cate" 
CIVIL COMPLAINT: 

Hylaod va Pcesi'd ent Geocge Bush, aka: Pcesl'deot of the 
Uol'ted States, docket # 05CV01 878 — WHEREAS the defendant's 
legal staff ace i'n DEFAULT, the Cleek enteced the DEFAULT, and 
Plal'nti'ff fi'lad a MOTION FOR ENTRY OF DEFAULT JUDGMENT, BUT; 
tciial judge REGGIE B. WALTON, wl'thout notl'ce . ASSAULTED the 
RIGHT TO BE HEARD BEFORE A FAIR AND IMPARTAIL ADJUDICATOR but 
he di'sai'ased the deck's entcy of DEFAULT.
